Committee for Industrial Organization at the 
conference in Atlantic City. Answering its 
call the eight million already organized work- 
ers of America and 20 millions unorganized 
can and will become the greatest single polit- 
ical factor in the country, aiding and getting 
aid from the working farmers, the smal] busi- 
ness and professional people. 

The ClO outlined a concrete program to 
achieve this goal. Beside its direct, incisive 
approach to the main political tasks of the 
people of America, the feeble self-seeking at- 
tempts of the AFL officialdom at Denver to 
stab labor in the back cannot help being 
shown up for what they are.

FAMOUS SOVIET WRITER TELLS 
THE HISTORY OF RED SQUARE 


By VSEVOLOD IVANOV 
(Continued from last issue) 


\ TOODEN Rus (Russia) was 


aging and becoming senile. 
Stony Europe was_ threatening 


its very existence. Slowly, clum- 
sily, Russia exchanged the bow 
and arrow for the halberdine 
and gun. The old method of 
individual hand to hand fighting 
gave was to battle line for- 
mation. It was difficult to bring 
about these changes. The Czar’s 
bodyguard, Sophia’s soldiers, sup- 
ported the old customs and the 
“old religion.” Even in May 
1682, the guards broke into the 
Red Squere and the Kremlin 
and killed some of the noble- 
men who were innovators. They 
were even sufficiently powerful 
to compel the construction of 
a monument in celebration of 
this event. All of this was tak- 
ing place in the very same old 
Red Square. 


Reaction Suppressed 
Sixteen years later, Peter, the 
landowners’ Czar, set up gal- 
lows in place of this monument, 
set up many and terrible instru- 
ments of torture. The rebellious 
soldiérs were dragged to the Red 
Square, with ropes around their 
They were even forced 
o earry blocks and axes for 
heir own execution. Taught by 
European instructors, Peter con- 
quered the old, conservative no- 
bility. Upon distant northern 
swamps, Peter erected a new 
city, St. Petersburgh and trans- 
ferred his

capital there. 

There remained in Moscow the 
discontented with their 
slaves, and the merchants, those 
who still found it more profit- 
able to do their trading in Mos- 
ww. But Moscow was no longer 
e capital of the country. With 
he birth of the Empire came 
he new royal and_ imperial 
center. Karamzin, the bard of 
Russian autocracy, wrote about 
the walls of the Kremlin: 

“This sacred enclosure was 
often the stage’ of horrors. 
Waves of army revolt stormed 
here. Here died the impaled 
Matveiev. Here one could see 
Sophia’s treacherous smile and 
the 10 year old Peter survey- 
ing the scene with the eye of 
a stern ruler. This great Czar 
glorified Russia. Although he 
deprived the Kremlin of the 
giory of a royal residence, 
it was here the Czars received 
their crowns from God and 
their fatherland. It was here 
that they appeared before us 
from time to time, during the 
most solemn, decisive moments 
of their rule.” 

The Red Square now became 
a place for promenades, com- 
merce, fist and stick fights. Dur- 
ing Maslianaya (winter festival) 
there were circus tents and even 
a peoples’ theater, “A Comedy 
House.” The streets were “paved” 
with round pieces of timber laid 
close to each other. But all of 
it was rotting or already rotted. 
The ditches were full of cada- 
vers of animals, often of human 
bodies too. 
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Slave Population 

In Catherine’s days all Mos- 
cow had only 50 street cleaners 
“to keep the streets in order.” 
In 1795, the Red Square was 
ordered paved—but not all of 
it. Only’ a. narrow ‘sttin “for 
parade purposes.” There was 
even something like a merch- 
ants’ arcade at that time. The 
structure was quite low, with

many columns, the stores rather 


small and narrow. Tall, aristo 
cratic looking carriages with 
plate glass windows would be 
driven up by a liveried driver 


and some fore-rider postillions. 
The carriages were always oc- 
companied by hussars, huntsmen 
and lackeys, wearing triangular 
hats. 

Moscow at this time had a 
population of 217,000, of which 
170,000 were slaves, At night 
the streets were dark. Just as 
in ancient days, there were gates 


throughout the city. Great bar- 
rels of water stood at every 
corner. As in the olden days, 


Moscow had frequent and merci- 
less fires. At the Lobnaya Place 
there still were many drinking 
dives, and the cannon still stood 
there, rusting. 

In the days when Catherine 
flirted with European philoso- 
phers, even with Diderot, the 
Red Square saw Pugatchev 
chaired and roped. This leader 
of another mighty peasant re- 
volt, who was finally subdued 
by Catherine’s best generals, 
only after much difficulty, was 
brought to the Red Square 
eaged and exhibited like a 
wild animal, for the edification 
of the landowners, bureaucrats 
and merchants, and in order to 
terrorize “the rabble.” 

And about. the same time, 
frightened by the ceaseless peas- 
ant ‘‘disorders,’’ Catherine was 
compelled to publicly execute 
another person, the most hideous 
creature of feudal aristocracy, 
the noblewoman  Saltytchikha, 
who had with incredible bru- 
tality, 138 of her slaves tortured 
to death. 

Napoleon Enters Moscow 

On that ver I t] 
Museum of History is now sit- 
uated, stood the first building 
of the Moscow University. A few 
houses away was the “secret 
court”? house, Close by there was 
a very small building, housing 
Novikov’s. printing shop. The 
shop did not last long. Novikov 
was imprisoned and_ banished. 
His books were nearly all burn- 
ed, 

The Red Square’ changed 
sharply after the Franco-Russian 
War of 1812. The Russian Arm- 
ies and generals. fled from the

Great Army, just as the rest 
of Europe ran from it. They 
were afraid .to defend Moscow, 


because defeat there could have 
brought about a revolution, Mos 
cow was surrendered and ‘“Na- 
peleon allowed to enter at his 
peril.” 

On September 2, 1812, Na- 
poleon entered Moscow and oc- 
cupied the Kremlin. He reviewed 
his army on the Red Square and 
ordered the destruction of all 
adjoining buildings ‘in order not 
to interfere with the artillery.” 
“Take down this Mosque too,” 
Napoleon said, pointing to the 
St. Basil’s Cathedral. The Krem- 


lin was put into a_ state of 
defense. The gates were barri- 
caded with earth and immense 
logs; batteries were set up on 
the shores of the Moscow River; 
guns bristled on the Kremlin 
Walls. Military barracks, arsen 
als, and pontoon bridges were 
placed all over the Kremlin. 


Napoleon Defeated 

To Napoleon’s great surprise, 
wooden Moscow suddenly flared 
up in flames. The uprising in 
Spain the threat of revolution 
in France, the unusually hot and 
dry summer, the _ unsuccessful 
French policy towards the Rus- 
sian peasants—all these factors 
forced Bonaparte to leave the 
Kremlin after a 40 days stay 
there. 

In honor of the victories over 
the French, the Russian nobility 
put up a monument to two 
patriots—Minin and Pozharsky. 
Everyone rejoiced. This monu 
ment on the Red Square was 
one arshin (28 inches) higher 
than the monument to Peter, 
on the St. Isaac Square (in St. 
Petersburgh). Incidentally, of the 
two Czars, Peter the First and 
Alexander the First ,the stature 
of the former far exceeds that 
of the lattef. 


Merchants Capture Square 
Moscow was now being built 
of stone and brick. Factories 
and mills were beginning to 
appear, especially after “the 
reforms,” the abolition of 
slavery in Russia. The Moscow 
merchants were opposing the 
nobility. The merchant class at- 
tempted to introduce a ‘‘roman- 
tic’ style of architecture, even 
though it could not create any 
romance in its life and customs. 
Moscow of the XVII century, 
the most important period in the 
development of commerce, was 
considered most purely native. 
Imitating the architecture of 
that period and in an attempt 
to outdo the Nicholas Palace in 
the Kremlin, the Moscow mer- 
chants at first built a Museum 
of History on the Red Square; 
later, the once famous Mercan 
tile Arcade with its 100 stores 
and glass sky-light. They used 
to say that it covered about 
eight acres, or almost as much 
as the whole Red Square. But 
the mercantile romanticism was 
a miserable failure. The Museum 
of History was gloomy and dark 
nd did not fulfill its mission.

STRIKE 1S YS. 
EN SHOPPERS 


jurisdiction Not Involved 
Declares Werker of 
S.F. Walkout

SAN FRANCISCO — For the 
past seven weeks the workers of 
the cleaning and dyeing industry 
here have been on strike. Many 
people are wondering what the 
situation is all about. 

Many reports have been made 
and many people think that this 
fight is no more than a struggle 
petween-two rival business agents. 
Some people seem to be under 
the impression that this is a dis- 
pute concerning jurisdictional 
rights between the American 
Federation of Labor and the 
Committee for Industrial Organ- 
ization. That these statements 
are not correct is amply demon- 
strated by events. 

Won Increases 

Many months ago, the workers 
in the cleaning industry decided 
by a referendum vote to affiliate 
to the CIO. In the due course of 
time a charter was applied for 
and granted. Functioning under 


this charter, the United Cleaners 
& Dyers Union succeeded in 
signing contracts with eight 
cleaning plants and gaining wage 
increases ranging from 25 to 40 
percent. 
The AFL however, stepped 
into the picture by organizing 
| a dual and company union and 
by preceeding to _ establish 
| picket lines around those plants 
| which had signed an agree- 
ment with the ClO—picket 
lines which were not for the 
| purpose of gaining wage in- 
| ereaSes or bettering the condi- 
tions of the workers in gen- 
eral but merely to fight the 
CIO. 
These 


illegal picket lines of 


the Teamsters’ Union. 
| United Cleaners & Dyers mem- 
bers were threatened, 
dated and terrorized simply be- 
cause they desired to remain in 
an ofganization of their own 
choosing. 
tion remaining to 
Cleaners & Dyers was that of a 
general strike. 
Referendum Denied 

An offer to take a referen- 

dum vote of the entire industry 


ficials of the AFL organization, 
but this was refused by them. 
As a result, the workers of the 
CIO plants were sent back to 
work and those plants which 
persisted in refusing to recog- 


nize the C1O union were picket- 
ed. 

In those plants now con- 
trolled by the CIO, the wages 
and conditions existing prior 
to the strike are still in effect. 
In those plants controlled by 
the AFL the wages of the 
workers have been cut and the 
hours of work lengthened. 

A worker who formerly re- 
ceived $40 a week is now receiv- 
ing, under the AFL $20 a week. 
The pay check of a girl in one 
plant for a week’s work was $7; 
it was formerly $20. 

Unionism vs. Open Shop 

From these statements—all of 
which can be verified—it is plain 
that the fight being waged by 
the United Cleaners & Dyers is 
not a fight between officials o 
the AFL and the CIO, nor is it 
any more primarily a fight be- 
tween the AFL and the CIO. It 
today a fight between the 
workers who are trying to main- 
tain. decent hours, wages and 
conditions and the employers 
who are attempting to destroy 
all organization of the workers 
in the cleaning industry. 

That the workers of the in- 
dustry realize the basic issue 
in this fight is beyond dispute. 
They have no fight with the 

AFL as such, but they also 
know that the AFL is being 
utilized by the plant owners 
to break the CJO in order that 
later on the AFL union can 
also be eliminated. 

As a result of this understand- 
‘ing, the workers of the cleaning 
industry are flocking into the 
CIO union, confidently expecting 
i that it can and will maintain or- 
ganization in the industry and 
gain for them higher wages, 
shorter hours and improved 
working conditions. 

Plants that were at one, time 
compelled to sign with the AFL 
are once more returning to the 
CIO. This indicates that .the 
AFL has lost the confidence and 
respect of the workers and is on 
the down grade. The CIO Unit- 
ed Cleaners & Dyers Union is 
| here to stay.

Santa Clara Labor 
Behind AAA Grants 


SAN JOSE, Santa Clara Coun- 
ty — Stipulation of employees’ 
collective bargaining rights as a 
prerequisite to all government 
aid to prune and fruit growers 
was demanded by the Santa 
Clara Central Labor Council in 
resolution unanimously adopted 
here this week. : 

The council went on _ record 
as approving the Department of 
Agriculture’s decision to pur- 
chase 15,000 tons of standard 
prunes at 2'4 cents in order to 
stabilize the price at a_ profit- 
able figure. It took a stand in 
the resolution in support of the 
small growers. 

The resolution demanded “that 
all contracts extending such fin- 
ancial assistance include provi- 
sions for adequate wages and 
working conditions for those who 
harvest and process these crops 
and recognition of the right of 
these workers to organize and 
bargain collectively in their own 
interest.”

Following the presentation of 
agreements to the canrers of 
San Diego by the United "Fish 
Cannery Workers, Local 64 of 
the CIO, the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, with the coop- 
eration of the canners, started an 
organizational drive to form a 
dual company union. The me- 
thods used by the AFL betrayed 
its company origin from. the 


start. 
Stand-Still 

Negotiations have come to a 
stand-still in all the canneries 
with the exception of the Van 
Camps Sea Foods Products Co. 
The other canners have declared 
they will recognize neither the 
AFL union nor the CIO union 
as. the collective bargaining 
agency for their employees until 
an election is held to determine 
which group represents the ma- 
jority of the workers. 

The canners are aware of 
the great length of time it 
takes to hold a plant election 
and, by actively aiding the 
AFL union, hope to defeat the 
CIO union when the election 


is held. 
Collusion between the AFL 
and the canners has been de- 


finitely proved by the National 
Labor Relations Board. Affidav- 
its have been obtained to the 
effect that employees who did 
not sign the AFL apflication 
blank would be fired. Foreman 
and foreladies are recruiting for 
the AFL within the plants on 
company time.
